It Requires 
the Study o f Flo wering Seaso n and Heig ht o f Materials. 


The perennial border is now an 
established featu re of the home 
grou nds. Nothing is more beau ­ 
tifu l or satisfy ing than when 
well done and nothing req u ires 
more garden skill and ju dgment 
to do well than a good hardy 
border. It looks easy , it is tru e, 
bu t too often it Is merely a catch 
all, a collection of plants planted 
helter skelter withou t an ey e to 
effect, seq u ence of bloom or 
height. 
A 
perennial border may be 
raised from seed in a single sea­ 
son withou t mu ch trou ble, the 
chief work being th at of sowing 
the seeds and transplanting the 
seedlings into perm anent q u ar­ 
ters. A few perennials su ch as 
peonies, irises, the day lilies, in­ 
dispensable in a border, m u st be 
raised from seed, bu t it will take 
sev eral y ears to do it. 
In the first place, it is u seless 
to ex pect a perennial border to 
be a sheet of bloom from end to 
end the entire season. Few per­ 
ennials bloom all su mmer. The 
gaillardia is abou t the only one 
which can be relied u pon to giv e 
a fine show of color from Ju ly 


u ntil frost and that u sefu l plant 
will q u it if alowed to go to seed. 
The av erage perennial has a 
relativ ely brief blooming season, 
two weeks being a fairiy long 
; period. The chief skill in arrang­ 
ing a perennial border consists 
I in assembling colonies of plants 
that will giv e a consecu tiv e show 
cf bloom at all seasons of the 
y ear withou t leav ing wide bare 
stretches at any time. 
This can be done only by gain­ 
ing an u nderstanding of the 
I blooming habits of the plants 
u sed. 
Another 
su bject 
that 
shou ld be stu died is the height 
of the plants as it wou ld be 
manifestly foolish to plant a 
| colony of tall growing plants in 
front of a low growing colony so 
th at the latter wou ld be hidden. 
With these two factors in hand 
| it is a simple m atter to plants 
I seeds this spring su fficient to 
fu rnish a fine hardy border. Per- 


i ennial seed shou ld be sown as 
j early as the annu als, as the long­ 
er period of growth the plants 
hav e, the better they will be to 
bloom nex t y ear, as nearly all 
| perennials mu st hav e a y ear of 
I growth before they bloom.
